After talking with i: Se, I took 
the matter up with Gen. Cabell, who put ma ca or Senator Bricker 
but was unable to reach him. It was agreed that because of security 
considerations we would not attempt to reach Chairman Cole by cable 


as he was presently in Africa and any cable would have to pass through 
too many uncleared hands. 


3. In connection with a possible briefing of Sen. McCarthy prior 
to his trip to the Far East, I briefed Gen. Cabell on the problems we 


have been having with the Senator in connection with the latter's hearings 
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on East West trade. The General suggested getting in touch with 
EDAC to advise them of this matter and to ascertain the maximum 
line to follow. I have turned this over to Mr. Amory for necessary 
implementation. 


4. In connection with the DCI's previously expressed desire 
to have Congressional material reviewed for statements which in 
effect constitute intelligence estimates, Col. Baird informed me that 
certain employees in the training pool would read the material and 
extract the pertinent data, which would then be turned over to OCI. 
He requested that this office make all of the data available, which is 
now being done. 
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
